The enclosed copy of DCID 1/2 and its Supplement, "U. S. 
Intelligence Objectives and Priorities, ” is an expression by the 
Intelligence Community of what it considers are the intelligence 

needs of the United States Government. 

The Supplement lists 71 intelligence objectives and nine sub- 
objectives and indicates the numerical priority which attaches to 
each objective in each individual country considered to be of 
measurable intelligence importance to U. S. security and foreign 
policy interests. The document is intended to serve as guidance 
for planning and programming U. S. intelligence efforts over a 
period of five years. It was developed by a task group including 
representatives of every major element of the Intelligence 
Community except the FBI, which considered the subject outside 

its purview. 

U3IB concurred in the paper on 21 January 1972. Those 
objectives which relate to Defense Department needs, and the 
matrix matching objectives, countries and priorities have been 
included in the current Annex A, '’Intelligence Objectives and 
Priorities, " to the JC3 Joint Strategic Objectives Plan (JoOP). 

Provision is made in DCID 1/2 for reviewing and revising 
the Supplement aa necessary in order to insure that the document 
reflects major changes in the international situation or modifications
